‘ASSAULTED 

BY LEWD 
CABBIE' 

Driver ‘talked dirty to 
girls before sex attack’ 


A taxi driver from Morden told 
a teenage girl he enjoyed hairy 
girls and watching lesbian 
pornographic films, before sex¬ 
ually assaulting her in his cab, 
Kingston Crown Court heard on 
Monday 

Naeem Ahmed, 41, of Lynmouth 
Avenue, who denies one count of as¬ 
sault by penetration, locked his 
teenage victim in his taxi and forced 
her to perform a sex act on him, ju¬ 
rors were told. 

Prosecutor Simon Shannon said 
the attack happened on May 18 last 
year, after the girl, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, spent 
the evening with friends in Wimble¬ 
don. 

After the friends checked the bus 
times to get home at lam, Mr Shan¬ 
non said they decided to split the 
cost of a minicab from Wimbledon 
Car Service and got into a silver 
people carrier driven by the defen¬ 
dant. 

Mr Shannon said: “While the vic¬ 
tim texted her mother to let her 
know she was on her way home, her 
two friends made conversation with 
the defendant. 

“He told them he liked hairy girls, 
not a conversation to everyone’s 
taste but they all played along.” 

The jury heard the victim’s male 
friend got out at Raynes Park, leav¬ 
ing the two girls alone in Mr 
Ahmed’s car. 

According to Mr Shannon, Mr

Ahmed told the girls how much he 
enjoyed watching pornographic 
films and, after the victim’s friend 
got out of the cab in Kingston, she 
was left alone with him. 

The court heard c laims that he 
suggested she move into the front 
passenger seat to give him clearer 
directions, to which she agreed. 

The jury heard how Mr Ahmed 
then asked her if she had any tips 
for him about how to sexually satis¬ 
fy his partner. 

Mr Shannon said when Mr Ahmed 
got to the girl’s road in Kingston, he 
drove past her house to the end of 
the street. 

It was claimed in court that Mr 
Ahmed then forced the girl to per¬ 
form a sex act on him and sexually 
assaulted her. 

The girl managed to struggle free, 
unlock the door and run home, the 
court heard. 

Mr Shannon told the jury DNA 
found on the victim matched Mr 
Ahmed’s. 

After he was arrested, Mr Ahmed 
told police that nothing sexual had 
happened with the girl and denied 
any sexual conversation had taken 
place with her and her friends. 

The trial continues.

Kingston remains one of the 
safest places to live in London, 
with Metropolitan Police fig¬ 
ures from last year showing an 
eight per cent drop in the total 
number of crimes. 

Although vehicle crime rose 
by 10 per cent and business rob¬ 
beries went up by six in total, 
there were a total of 12,490 
crimes, compared with 13,582 
the previous year. 

There was just one reported 
murder and 21 rapes, down 30

ners. Working together we are 
ensuring that Kingston re¬ 
mains a safe borough for every¬ 
one to enjoy.” 

Gun crime dropped from 41 in¬ 
cidents to 10 - a 75.6 per cent re¬ 
duction compared with a 12.3 
per cent fall across the capital. 

There were 71 fewer reported 


robberies on people, 144 fewer 
domestic burglaries and 516 
fewer incidents of violence 
against the person. 

Domestic offences fell from 
850 reported crimes in 2006 to 
681 in 2007 and there was also a 
reduction in the number of 
racist and homophobic crimes. 

Crime across London fell by 
6.1 per cent and Kingston’s 
neighbouring boroughs, Rich¬ 
mond, Sutton and Wandsworth, 
also saw crime levels fall.

Knife carriers face 
tough new penally 


Every person caught carrying a 
knife in Kingston without a 
valid reason will be arrested 
and charged, in a ground-break¬ 
ing initiative to tackle knife 
crime. 

Kingston police and the crown 
prosecution service (CPS) 
signed a positive arrest and 
prosecution agreement on Fri¬ 
day, January 25, after successful 
introduction in Haringey and 
Barnet. 

The agreement sets in stone 
that anyone found in possession 
of a knife in the borough will 
automatically face criminal 
proceedings, unless there are 
exceptional circumstances.

Inspector Joe McCloskey, of 
Kingston police’s criminal jus¬ 
tice unit, said the contract 
aimed to send a clear message 
to people carrying knives and 
confront a growing “glamouri- 
sation” of violence among 
youths. 

“We want to reassure the pub¬ 
lic and tackle knife crime and 
the fear of knife crime in 
Kingston,” he said. 

“Carrying and being caught 
with a knife at a young age can 
close so many doors - what em¬ 
ployer will want to give you a 


job if you have been caught car¬ 
rying a knife? 

“We take this extremely seri¬ 
ously and we will deal with it in 
the most severe fashion.” 

The agreement is part of Op¬ 
eration Curb, a multi-pronged 
approach by the Metropolitan 
Police to tackle violent crime 
among people under-20. 

John Shepherd, from the CPS, 
said the initiative was about 
taking “pre-emptive and posi¬ 
tive action”. 

“We don’t want people carry¬ 
ing a knife in the first place.”

Maternity ward is ‘performing poorly' 


Kingston Hospital’s maternity 
ward has been judged one of 
the country’s “least well per¬ 
forming” in a Healthcare Com¬ 
mission (HCC) review.

order to provide high quality 
care to local women. 

“Although some genuine is¬ 
sues have been highlighted by 
the review, we are disappoint¬ 
ed with our overall HCC rat¬ 
ing. 

“We believe that a least well 
performing rating does not ac¬ 
curately reflect the quality of 
the service we provide.” 


Susan Kramer, MP for Rich¬ 
mond Park and Kingston 
North, added: “They are clear¬ 
ly not coping with the signifi¬ 
cant increase in the number of 
pregnancies and new babies in 
the constituency. 

“I have also had reports of 
some antenatal classes being 
cut back for cost reasons. 

“I will be organising a meet¬ 
ing with representatives of 
the trust to discuss these 
issues.”

Bringing to light issues that affect one in four of us 


This week we are launching a 
year-long campaign to improve 
the mental health of people in 
south west London. 

One in four people suffer from 
a mental health problem at some 
point each year, so every family 
is affected. But mental health is 
still a subject shrouded in stig¬ 
ma, and despite dramatic ad¬ 


vances in treatment, a lack of 
awareness of the early warning 
signs, and where to go to get 
help, means thousands suffer in 
silence. 

So we have teamed up with 
South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health Trust to 
challenge the stereotypes - as 
well as bringing you practical 


advice about a wide range of is¬ 
sues. 

You will hear real life stories 
of people whose lives have been 
affected by mental illness, in¬ 
cluding dementia, eating disor¬ 
ders and addiction. We will 
investigate the range of mental 
health services available and 
meet the staff who work not 


only to treat symptoms but help 
patients lead full lives through 
support with housing, educa¬ 
tion, leisure and employment. 

Our articles will also carry tips 
on how to cope with a wide 
range of conditions like depres¬ 
sion, stress and bereavement. 
Together we can start to take the 
taboo out of mental health. 


Seeking mental health help 


Hundreds of people in this bor¬ 
ough with mental health prob¬ 
lems are suffering in silence 
rather than seeking help. 

That is the view of Peter 
Houghton, chief executive of 
South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health Trust, 
who said people still found it 
hard to talk about mental illness 
because of ignorance and stig¬ 
ma. 

Mr Houghton welcomed the 
launch of our mental health 
campaign which he said could 
make a big difference to so many 
people. 

He said: “If you have a mental 
health problem, one thing that’s 
often difficult is seeking help. 

“You may be anxious, demoti¬ 
vated and have little confidence. 

“I’d like people to know more 
about the range of problems and 
how they are relevant to them, 
and how they might get help. 

“People still assume if you are 
referred to a mental health ser¬ 
vice you are ‘stark raving 
bonkers’ and you’ll go to a huge 
institution and not get out 
again.” 

Mr Houghton oversees a trust 
which serves a population of 
around one million people in 
Wandsworth, Merton, Kingston, 
Sutton and Richmond. 

The trust operates from 100 
sites and is currently helping 
18,000 people to get better. 

Its patients suffer from an in¬ 
credibly wide range of prob¬ 
lems, from ones that have little 
visible impact on how they func-

tion to others that are very debil¬ 
itating. 

Many have moderate short¬ 
term problems such as stress 
and anxiety, often linked to a 
traumatic event or bereavement. 

There are more enduring psy¬ 
chotic disorders such as manic 
depression and schizophrenia, 
in which the patient may suffer 
hallucinations and paranoia. 

Some people may have a com¬ 
bination of these. 

Others need specialised help 
for eating disorders, addictions, 
or obsessive compulsive disor¬ 
ders, for example repeated hand¬ 
washing caused by fear of 
contamination. 

Many people think mental ill¬ 
ness is something that won’t 
happen to them, but in fact one 
in four of us will experience it in 
some form each year. 

Young and old, rich and poor, 
black and white, this issue af¬ 
fects every family and it is time 
to get people talking about it. 

“If it’s one in four people who 
will suffer, then they will have 
friends and families and wives 
and kids, so it will impact on ev¬ 
eryone in some shape or form,” 
said Mr Houghton. “Everybody 
should make a bit of an effort to 
understand and contribute to 
helping with the problem.” 

Mr Houghton said: “There may 
be many people out there who 
are not in touch with a service 
or who have got members of

Path cleared of A-boards 


Complex plan rejected 


Plans to build a develop¬ 
ment of shops, offices and 
houses in Surbiton have 
been rejected because it 
would not provide enough 
new jobs in the area.

We have lost a lot 
of it and this is our opportu¬ 
nity to reclaim it.” 

The other grounds for re¬ 
fusal were that it was not an 
adequate use of floor space 
and it would have been an 
overdevelopment of the site.

Advertising boards on pavements 
should be a thing of the past after 
Kingston Council rubber- 
stamped plans to get rid of them 
and start enforcement. 

The boards, known as A-boards, 
were seen as a blight because of 
the danger they posed to blind 
people walking in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

Councillor Chrissie Hitchcock, 
who led an Alternative to A- 
boards working group, addressed 
Kingston Council’s executive 
committee on January 22. 

Coun Hitchcock said the work¬ 
ing group had met with retailers 
to come up with alternatives, in¬ 
cluding shops in Old London 
Road being able to advertise on 
nearby railings, and made it clear 
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this was not an anti-business 
move. 

She said: “I can’t wait to see the 
end of A-boards. They are an eye¬ 
sore, bad for the environment and 
dangerous.” 

While councillors praised the 
working group for their efforts, 
businesses and the public seem 
unconvinced. 

Gengiz Arif, owner of The Ter¬ 
race coffee shop in Apple Market, 
said removing A-boards would be 
“disastrous”. 

He said: “The council seems to 
work against the businesses here. 
We want to keep our A-boards - 
we’ve been here 23 years and get 


people coming in saying they’ve 
only just discovered us because 
we’re tucked away.” 

Jane Taylor, 36, a full-time 
mother from Kingston, said: 
“Why is the council just targeting 
advertising boards - people can 
fall over chairs, tables or bollards 
and, as long as they are tasteful 
and maybe limited to one per 
shop, what is all the fuss about?”

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North Kingston remains unlikely to get a 
new secondary school, despite a 2,500 sig¬ 
nature petition asking for one to be built. 

Campaigners took their fight to the 
council’s executive committee on January 
22, with parents from Latchmere and Fern 
Hill primary schools, both in the north of 
the borough, leading the charge. 

They want the council to reconsider its 
plans to work jointly with Richmond 
Council in an unprecedented partnership 
to spend £30million improving Grey Court 
School in Ham. 

Patrick Leeson, Kingston Council’s di¬ 
rector of learning services, said 90 per 
cent of children got a place at a school 
within their parents’ first three choices. 
He questioned whether an 11th secondary 
school for the borough was justified when 
projected population figures showed just 
55 more year seven places would be need¬ 
ed by 2010. 

But the alternative plans for Grey Court 
School were met with scepticism by par¬ 
ents, who were worried assurances of 
places there for their children would not 
be met. 

Mr Leeson said: “I would not feel confi¬ 
dent in considering Grey Court as an op¬ 
tion if I was not confident in Grey Court 
as an improving school and a better choice 
for north Kingston parents.” 

Maggie Bailey, headteacher of Grey 
Court school, urged parents to “gal¬ 
vanise” their energy and throw their sup¬ 
port behind the Grey Court plan. 

Angela Norton and Tracy Allnutt, repre¬ 


senting the petitioners, said a lack of 
school places in the north of the borough, 
particularly at the two Tiffin schools, 
meant parents had to take “special mea¬ 
sures”: consider moving out of the area, 
renting temporary accommodation near 
good schools or spending money on tutor¬ 
ing.

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Music for the folks 


Folk singer Martha Tilston, 31, 
started her career in music while 
living in Kingston. She is doing 
one last show at “the place where 
it all started", the Grey Horse, this 
week. She spoke to SIMAR SINGH 


When did you realise that folk 
music was the genre for you? 

I wasn’t really into it in the be¬ 
ginning. Following my step-mum 
and dad around for festivals was 
fun but I really wanted to do my 
own thing. I took to writing my 
own songs and then came back 
into folk. It’s only then that I really 
appreciated the music because I 
did not appreciate it as much when 
I was a kid. It’s a kind of people 
music. It is all part of moving for¬ 
ward. 

Why is Kingston special to you? 

I call Kingston my cradle. I spent 
most of my life in Surbiton and 
Kingston. I lived in Denmark Road 
behind the university. It is an im¬ 
portant place for me because this 
is where it all started. I remember 
walking down to the Grey Horse 
on Wednesdays on open-mic night 
and performing a new song every 
night. This was how I found out 
whether a song works or not. This 
is where we started Mouse, a duet 
with guitarist Nick Marshall. 

Kingston has a good under¬ 
ground music scene with a good 


variety of music. At this moment, 
I’m really excited at the opening of 
the Rose Theatre because all the 
art that it will bring into Kingston 
is amazing. 

You are one of the few artists 
who fund their own albums 
through paintings and gigs. 
How did this idea come about? 

I learned a lot of it from Damien 
Rice when I went on tour with him 
but I really got to thinking about it 
when I was in my bathtub. I sat 
there thinking about funds for my

first album and was staring at my 
toes and knees when I really felt 
like painting an image of my 
knees in water. That was how it 
started. I did eight paintings, each 
representing a song in my album, 
sold them off and used the money 
to record my first album. 

Most of your songs send out 
messages about the modern 
world and are not traditional 
folk songs.

I am not trying to send any mes¬ 
sage.

I used to work in a fi¬ 
nancial software company in 
Kingston and I was asking myself 
what was I doing? I love doing tra¬ 
ditional folk songs.

One fallacy of the modern 
music press is the desire to 
pigeonhole bands. 

In the modern age of reali¬ 
ty television stars, 
overnight success and 
artists getting the heave-ho 
for an album not selling two 
million copies, it seems 
everyone must be dubbed 
‘the new..’.

Gin Panic will be using the 
Kingston gig as an official 
launch for new EP Punching 
Numbers Into A Machine, a 
follow-up to 2005’s album 
Moved By Remote. 

But don’t expect to see the 
band strutting their stuff on 


the likes of the Paul O’ 
Grady Show anytime soon. 

Kate explains: “When I 
tell people I am in a band, 
they usually ask if we are 
looking for a big record 
contract. 

“I say no and people look 
at me like there is some¬ 
thing wrong. 

“But that is not what we 
are after - we are musi¬ 
cians who just love to 
make music.” 

McEvoy agrees, explain¬ 
ing that the band has set it¬ 
self very differ¬ 
ent targets. 

He said: “We 
self-finance all 
our records 
from the 


money we made from the last 
one, so success would be to be 
able to continue. 

“Music is an absolute 
release. It may sound horribly 
cheesy but music is my 
church. 

“Welcome to the church of 
Gin Panic.”

In June, her third novel Guilty 
Pleasures, a tale of glamour and 
intrigue in the luxury goods 
industry, is set to hit the 
bookshelves. 

Her second best-seller. Gold 
Diggers which is out in 
paperback in April, has proved a 
must-pack holiday read and 
follows the lives of high society's 
beautiful and glamorous women 
and the plotting and scheming 
which takes place to make sure 
they are always on top of their 
game. 

The bonkbuster, which visits 
some of the world's most ritzy 
destinations, also has an 
intriguing whodunnit element to 
it which adds spice to this 
rollicking page-turner. 

Tasmina trained as a solicitor 
and then switched to the world of 
glossy magazines. 

She has written on celebrity and 
style for Marie Claire, Elle and 
Heat and was also deputy editor 
of InStyle magazine. She also 
launched her own travel and 
fashion magazine. 

Her first novel. Daddy's Girls, 
was published in 2006 and was 
on the Sunday Times best-sellers 
list for several weeks. Gold 
Diggers and the forthcoming 
Guilty Pleasures follow in the 
same genre. 

Tasmina spoke to Jane Grove 
about her love of writing, her 
books, and her hopes for the 
future. 


W riting a bonkbuster 

and working for glossy 
magazines seem far 
removed from being a solicitor. 
What made you decide to make 
the change? 

I trained in the Manchester office 
of a big City firm which specialised 
in corporate/ commercial work. I 
enjoyed my time there but I knew I 
wasn't cut out for a legal career as I 
wanted to do something more 
creative. 

By chance, I met Take That in a cafe 
in Manchester and just asked if I 
could interview them. Off the back 
of that I got a job as a junior writer 
on More! magazine just after I'd 
qualified as a solicitor. 

My parents weren't too pleased 
about me giving up a career in the 
law although it didn't take them 
long to see I was much happier in 
journalism. 

What or who inspired you to 
attempt to write a book? 

I'd been at the airport bookshop 
looking for a juicy beach read and 
realised that I'd read practically 
everything Jackie Collins, Jilly 
Cooper and Shirley Conran had to 
offer. I just wrote something I'd 
like to read. 

What do you most enjoy about 
being a writer? 

It's wonderful to get paid for 
something you would do as a 
hobby. It also gives me a lot of 
freedom - I can work from 
anywhere so long as it has a power 
point for my lap-top. It also means 
I can spend a lot more time with 
my little boy. 

Why did you decide to write in 
the bonkbuster genre? 

It's enormous fun writing about 
exotic locations, glamorous parties 
and heroines and villains. Growing 
up I was a huge fan of shows like 
Dallas and Dynasty and books like 
Lace and Valley of the Dolls but in 
the last 10 years there's been a 
swing away from that sort of 
escapist entertainment. TV is 
dominated by reality TV and 
chick-lit still seems to be the most 


dominant genre of women's 
commercial fiction. I thought there 
was a definite gap in the market 
and I hoped that if I wanted the 
return of the bonkbuster then other 
people would too. 

Where do you get your ideas? 

I got the idea for Daddy's Girls 
from a biography of the Mitford 
sisters. I wondered what a high 
profile, controversial group of 
siblings would be doing today. 
Working as a magazine journalist 
has also helped me with material. 
Writing for celebrity and fashion 
mags you get access to worlds you 
wouldn't usually encounter. I've 
been lucky enough to travel all 
over the world meeting lots of 
celebrities, going to weird and 
wonderful parties and generally 
experiencing stuff that is too good 
not to write about. While my 
characters aren't based on real 
people my books are influenced by 
things I've seen over the years. 

What inspires you? 

Real life. It's very important as a 
writer to get out and meet people, 
travel and generally live life to the 
full so you have experiences you 
can put in your book. 

Which other authors do you most 
enjoy? 

Jeffrey Archer's Kane & Abel and 
Shirley Conran's Lace are the best 
airport novels ever. People can be 
very sniffy about popular 
commercial fiction but those books 
are a master-class in fantastic story¬ 
telling. I love the works of 
Lrancoise Sagan; I think she was 
only about 20 when she wrote 
Bonjour Tristesse - one of my 
favourite books ever. At the other 
end of the spectrum PD James is 
still writing superb crime novels in 
her 80s. 

Are any of the characters in your 
novels based on you? 

In Daddy's Girls one of the main 
characters Cate is a magazine 
editor who launches a magazine 
with the man she eventually falls 
in love with. I also spent a year 


launching my own travel and style but if they help people switch off 
magazine and ended up marrying and have fun then my job is done!

Do you think your 
books could be 
turned into films? 

Gold Diggers is 
being considered 
by several film 
companies as we 
speak.

What type of 
people buy 
your books? 

I don't think I have 
a typical reader. 

I've received 
letters and emails 
from the widest 
range of people 
saying they've 
enjoyed my books. 
Men, students, 
retirees - I've been 
pleasantly 
surprised at the 
cross-section. My 
books aren't going 
to win the Booker 
prize any time soon

Why do you bring a thriller 
element into what is otherwise a 
glamorous romp? 

I think the murder-mystery 
element gives the books a bit of 
bite to counter-balance the froth. I 
loved all the plotting and research 
involved in the thriller element; 
perhaps it's the lawyer in me! 


Do you think you might write a 
thriller in the future? 

I hope so. I love the way authors 
like Sebastian Laulks can diversify 
themselves from war stories such 
as Birdsong to psychological 
dramas like Engleby to the latest 
Bond novel, which 
is published this 
year. If writers 
have a story to tell 
they shouldn't let 
their publishers 
pigeonhole them. 


What is your new book about? 

It's about the luxury goods 
business, following a young 
woman who wants to revamp her 
family leather goods business into 
the new Gucci. It's been fascinating 
to research. 


What are your ambitions? 

Children's literacy is something I 
feel very passionately about. 
Literacy rates are falling. Moreover, 
children don't seem to actually 
enjoy reading and prefer 
computers to a good book. I'd love 
to get involved in some initiative to 
try and help get more kids 
enjoying books.

over the years have inevitably 
changed the appearance of the 
royal borough, but some 
features such as the medieval 
market place remain the same. 

The local history collection 
includes images of sites, scenes 
and buildings invaluable for 
discovering how Kingston 
looked in past centuries. 

Works by William Henry 
Millais, John Nixon and 
Charles Brindley are of 
particular interest. 

It also gives a glimpse of 
what it might have looked 
like if certain schemes had 
gone ahead. It is interesting 
to see some of the elaborate 
designs submitted by various 
sculptors but not chosen for 
the Shrubsole Memorial in 
the Market Place. 

"Despite the obvious 
painting themes depicting 
Kingston or created by 
Kingston-based artists, there 
is a real mixed bag of work 
that is mostly topographical 
in the way in which people 
can look back at Kingston at 
a particular time period," 
added Jill.

Inspired by Zara's recent move to 
Berlin and Sarah's return to the family 
home in Hastings, the pair started to 
explore ideas about home and the 
feeling of belonging. They then began 
to question the concept of the home 
and its familiarity; what makes it 
familiar, where is this place we call 
home, does it alter from time to time? 

Most of the people they interviewed 
had moved from their homes to live 
in another place, and when asked to 
describe their home, each person 
reflected on different points in their 
lives, not always describing their 
place of birth.

worries 


Don’t look a gift horse in the mouth, advises Andy Enright 


If you’ve ever ventured up the tortuous 
road to Niseko, Japan’s most presti¬ 
gious ski resort, in winter, I’m guessing 
that you’ll probably be looking forward 
to a dip in the Onsen hot springs, the 
demolition of some steaming noodles 
and maybe a few glasses of sapporo. 

You’re probably not wishing you were 
behind the wheel of a Mazda MX-5 
when snow is blowing horizontally at 
you and 4x4s are falling down the cam¬ 
ber of the road into ditches. Drive the 
road in summer, however, and there are 
few more rewarding companions. 

While it might at first seem a little 
odd to name the latest limited edition 
of the MX-5 after a ski resort, Mazda is 
keen to emphasise that the MX-5 isn’t 
just a plaything for high days and holi¬ 
days, instead stressing its usability on 
an everyday basis. 

The Niseko models are about as 
varied as MX-5s get. Two versions are 


available, a soft top with the 125bhp 1.8- 
litre engine that’s priced £17,995 or the 
plusher 158bhp 2.0-litre roadster coupe 
with folding hard top that weighs in 
£19,995. 

Special exterior features of the 
Mazda MX-5 Niseko include unique 17- 
inch alloy wheels, front fog lamps and a 
chrome pack. 

To hammer home the winter theme, 
both cars are available in a unique icy 
blue metallic paint finish with sunlight 
silver metallic also available. 

Inside, both Niseko models feature 
unique dark brown heated leather 
seats with co-ordinated door trim and 
icy blue stitching, plus dark brown 
leather steering wheel, gear knob and 
handbrake. 

They are also equipped with a dark- 
silver dash panel, stainless-steel scuff 
plates and Niseko-branded interior 
mats, with a suspension strut tower 


bracing bar beneath the bonnet. 

The bottom line with this Niseko 
model is that you’ll be shelling out a 
few extra quid to get the custom paint 
finish and unique alloy wheels. 

That in itself seems like money well 
spent. The rest of the Niseko pack is 
just window dressing but gift horses 
should never be looked in the mouth.

Fit-again Mo 
plots path to 
Beijing gloiy 


European 5,000m silver medal¬ 
list Mo Farah is desperate to put 
an injury-plagued 12 months 
behind him as he guns for a 
golden indoor season. 

The 24-year-old is in South 
Africa as part of the UKA train¬ 
ing camp for the Norwich 
Union GB & NI team - as the 
Teddington star counts down to 
the Beijing Olympics in August. 

Farah, who has struggled 
with a calf strain in recent 
months, continued his rise to 
prominence last year, finishing 
sixth in the World Champi¬ 
onships in Osaka before setting 
a personal best of 13 minutes 
seven seconds in Brussels. 

And the British number one 
has targeted an earlier-than- 
expected return to indoor 
competition at next month’s 
Birmingham Grand Prix after a 
successful period with the 
Norwich Union-funded squad 
in Potchefstroom. 

“I am feeling good and train¬ 
ing in Potch has gone better 
than I thought it would,” he 
said.

“It has gone so well that I will 
be racing on February 16 in 
Birmingham. 

“I am progressing every week, 
and after the injuries I have 
had, it feels great to be this fit. 

“I didn’t think I would be rac¬ 
ing that soon but I can’t wait for 
that event now.” 

Farah spent almost a year 
living with the cream of 
African running in Teddington, 
including Kenyan duo Micah 
Kogo and John Kibowen, as he 
continued to set the standard in 
British middle-distance run¬ 
ning. 

He said: “Living with the 
Kenyans has helped me a lot. 

“All they do is sleep, eat, train 
and that’s it, and that is why 
they have been virtually un¬ 
beatable.”
